The gun was $150. The money was m his desk and I brought it 
out. On the way out to the hospital I told Tom to try and 
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convince him not to get it. He said I will. Oliver was 
constantly talking about killing himself and said before he 
dies he is going to shoot all the police in St. Louis County. 

M: When is this taking place? 

S: The last Friday in June until the 9th of July. He was in the 

hospital. That Wednesday in between that. Tom took Oliver out 
in the hallway. Tom said later that he said to Oliver, it's 
not a good idea just because the guy says it is clean and 
unregistered doesn't mean it is.

Black with a brown handle. Short. Oliver came back in the room 
and asked if X brought the money. I said I did. He said all 
right. He askedhow much is it. I told him $150. He said that's 
too much money .CpLet ' s drop it Oliver . Oliver said he had to 
have the gun. McClure didn't want to help in any way whatsoever. 
We talked about the background of the gun.~^* Suy said some guy had 
it for his own protection in his house and ifever used it. It 
had 3 serial numbers on it. Oliver called the Ferguson police 
and asked if they could check on this (He tried to contact A1 
Haackett but he wasn't there, don't know the name of the guy 
he spoke to) . He asked him if he would check serial numbers for 
him. Oliver gave him all the numbers. He checked on it and the 
only information as far as he could go was that it was not wanted 
at that time. He couldn't go any further because of other police 
that would ask questions. Oliver said, let me think about it and 
I'll call you before noon tomorrow. Chuck and Charlie left with 
the gun. We left Oliver in the hospital. Tom and I went back 
to Oliver's house and talked about it and decided if there was 
any possible way that he could tell Oliver that it's not a good 
idea. Charlie called the next morning and said, do you want it 
or not? I said call me back in 10 minutes . I called Oliver and 
he said yes, fry to talk him down to $130. I talked him down 
to $130. lie came out in a cab, dropped off the guy, I gave him 
the $130 and he went on his way. Oliver told me to wrap it in a 
towel and put it upstairs underneath some boards in a back room. 

I did. Two days later or the next day, Charlie calls and says 
I got to get the gun back. I asked why. The guy who wanted me 
to sell it for him reported it stolen. I said, come and get it 
right now. 



M: Did you check with Oliver? 


S; No, I called him later and told him. I got the money back. Oliver 
was still asking around if he knew of anybody else. 

M; Was Oliver ever at home when the gun was there? 
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S: No, I was. One time when he was in New York he got arrested for 

having a gun in his car with one bullet missing. He told me and 
Leslie Patterson, his ex-wife, Clayton, Mo. that that day there 
was a bank robberty and one of the guards was shot with that type 
of gun. Oliver was dying at that time. Oliver said he shot a 
checkbook with the missing bullet. He was mad at the bank and 
he shot the checkbook on his front porch. > 

Other people said he used to sit up at the top windows maybe 4 or 
5 years ago and shoot at the police cars as they went by . 

M: What did he shoot with? T 

S: They said a pistol. He said, a 38. 

M: Did he ever say anything about the gun and anything related 

to the Select Committee that it would be for his protection or 
useful . 

S: He has made statements recently saying that he wished he still 

had the gun so that he could go on the Parker Weekly Show, tell 
them everything and blow his brains out. About his association 
with the FBI and being subpeonaed and what they asked him and all 
the questions that they asked him. They would write down the 
answers and give him a notebook. They had all the answers on it* 
They would ask, how long did you know Jerry Ray? The Select 
Committee would write down, 10 years and he would say 10 years. 

M: FBI or Select Committee? 

S: He said both. 

M: He went to Washington to testify with Jerry, that was before the 

Select Committee. Was it then? 

S: I don’t know. Before he went into the room they came out and 

asked him if he wanted a lawyer or if he wanted to come in now 
and get it over with. It was that session that they gave him a 
notebook with answers on it. The room was a big conference room 
with a table, two guys sitting at the table, a guy standing 
behind him, two guys back here and a stenographer behind him. - 

M: When did he start working for the Select Comm? 

S: I'm not sure. 

M: When did you first know him? 

S: When I first starting seeing him again was k±± either the end of 

April. At that time he was already involved in it. He got 
subpeonaed before Christmas . In March he was already doing some 
work for them. He's got checks that he wrote. They said all of 
your expenses are paid for. We'll reimburse you.

His bills are ‘always paid for so he accepts all 
calls. I was going through his wallet and I came across this 
card.

Upper right hand corner had P.0. Box (I don't remember) Woodriver, 
111. (and the zip) . Lower righthand corner was a Washington, D.C. 
number and above it was his home number written in magic marker.

Oliver was supposed to get $1500 from the government in a check 
made to David Rogers for trips that he made, for saying that he 
was going to Fla. and stopping in Atlanta to see Jerry and when 
Jerry was at the house every time I was to take Jerry out to buy 
beer I was to give Jerry the money but get a receipt so I could 
get all these receipts and we'd go out to dinner.

that if he didn't get his money things were going to start being 
said, and Pete said Oliver can say whatever he wants and more or - 
less had a kidding tone of voice, you know, we can't let him say ~ 
anything. The impression I got -from Pete, I don't know if that 
was the impression he was trying to put on or not 

How did they settle on the $900? 

Oliver said he would settle for nothing less than $900. 

Did you tell that to Pete? 

I told that to Pete. Pete said it's under advisement right now. 

And then it was on a Wednesday, last Wednesday of last week, I 
talked to Pete to find out what happened to the money and Pete 
said the Committee lost all of the vouchers, the expenses and 
that Mel Waxman had to walk them through the sections instead of 
letting them go through on their own.

It was about midnight, the morning of June 3 and as I was driving 
up and down Vale looking for him when I came back 

How did you get there first? 

We went out to a friends house, me and Oliver, and picked up some 
stuff, I don't remember wha£ it was, and then we went out to Clayton 
' to pick up his kids. We went back to his house and by the time we 
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S: got back to his house it was about 11, 11:30 of June 2, and we 

put, the kids to bed, they were sound asleep so we could leave 
for about an hour. If they wake up, Jeffrey is 12, he's old 
enough, they'll be fine. Oliver grabbed a bunch of tools, 
screwdrivers and hammers, pliars and gloves, brown buckskin color 
work gloves and put everything in his back pocket and said drive 
down Vale, drop me off when I say drop me off. So we got to this 
construction site and he said okay stop right here and let me off. 

Then he said drive around for about 20 minutes and don't come ' 
back until then. So I went down the road and stopped at a Quick 
Shop, went in there bought some lifesavers or something, talked 
to the guy for about five minutes.

And Oliver said I didn't 
have any tools in my back pocket. And the police knew he had tools - 

but they didn't know what he did with them and they looked in the \ : 

weeds and everything and couldn't find them. One of the .officers , 
asked me who I was and my relationship towards Oliver, if I was 
a relative, girlfriend, wife, whatever and I said his girlfriend , H 

and one of the police officers turned around and said okay handcuff 
her we're taking her in as an accessory and I talked my way out of 
that and Lt. Blake said well you can't take her away she's got two /' 
kids at home. I said I had a 5 year old and a 12 year old and that - ■ 

I can't leave and Lt. Blake said don't even think of taking her in 
she's got two kids. So I went back to the house and Oliver said : ; 

to call Kurt and Lee to see if they won't come down and get him out. 
They were just friends. I called them and they said fine. Kurt 
went down there at about 6 q ' clock in the morning to try and get 
him out and they wouldn't release Oliver and then finally he went

S: No, they let him out on his own recognisance. Gene is a guy that 

has a lot of pull or something I don't remember What, but they 
I kept holding Oliver over and over and kept putting it off saying 

we can't get fingerprints from him because of the medication he's » 
taking. The fingerprints won't come out right. He said I'm not 
taking any medication and they said well you have been taking 
medication and he said I have not, nothing unusual. So finally 
Kurt went to Gene's office and Gene said okay we'll get him out 
and they went down there and got him out. He came home was 
fine that afternoon and then got into a rampage with Donna 
Stayton's husband. That night Larry, her husband, came over 
threatening to kill Oliver. Larry came on his property, had a 
fight with him and both of them were arrested on assault and 
Oliver with harrassing phone calls and peace disturbance.
